REDUCE POULTRY FEED BILL 


Utilization of Table Scraps and Kitch- 


en Waste Is Most Wise and 


Economical Plan.

If the chicken flock is to prove an 


economic success, it must be fed cheap- 
ly. AH table scraps and kitchen waste 
should be. utilized. 


Scraps of meat or leftover vegetables 


which cannot be utilized in any other 
way make excellent feed. Many other 
waste products, such as beet tops, tur- 
nip tops, carrot tops, potato parings, 
onion tops, watermelon and cantaloupe 
rinds, the outside leaves of cabbages, 
waste lettuce leaves, and bread and 
cake crumbs are relished by the hens 
and can be used to good advantage. 


In saving the scraps and waste it is 


well to separate the portions adapted 
for feeding to the flock and place these 
in a receptacle or pall of their own.

WHAT TO EAT. 


Meat .Scrape, and Waste Vegetables 


Make Excellent Feed for Chicken 
Flock. 


Decomposed waste material or moldy 
bread or cake should never be saved to 
feed to the hens, as it is harmful to 
them and may cause serious bowel 
trouble. 
Sloppy materials, such as 


dishwater, should not be thrown Into 
their pail. It is also useless to put In 
such things as banana peels or the 
skins of oranges, as these 4tave little 
or no food value. 


Any sour milk which is not utilized 


In the house should be given to the 
chickens. This should be fed -separate- 
ly, however, either by allowing the 
hens to drink It or by allowing It to 
clabber on the back of the stove and 
feeding it In that condition. "Syhen the 
family's table waste. is not sufficient 
for feeding the flock, it is usually pos- 
sible to get some of the neighbors who 
keep no hens to save material suitable 
for feeding. Many people are glad to 
do this if a small pall in which to put 
the waste is furnished. 


Table scraps and kitchen waste are 


best prepared for feeding by running 
them through an ordinary household 
food chopper or meat grinder. After 
the material has been put through the 
grinder it is usually a rather moist 
mass, and It is well to mix with it some 
corn meal, bran or other ground grain 
until the whole mass assumes a crum- 
bly condition. The usual method is to 
feed the table scraps at noon or night, 
or at both times, as may be desired, In 
a trough or on a board. All should be 
fed that the hens will eat up clean, and 
If any of the material Is left after one- 
half or three-quarters of an hour, It 
should be remo-ved. If allowed to re- 
main It may spoil and be very bad for 
the hens.

To Insure the proper develop- 
ment of the seedlings, forest special- 
ists of-the United States Department 
of Agriculture say in Farmers' Bulle- 
tin 1123. "Growing and 
Planting 


Hardwood Seedlings on the Farm," it 
is necessary to cut down the brush 
for two or three years. 
When old 


trees 
with 
wide-spreading 
crowns 


threaten to shade the seedlings /so 
they will not develop properly, the 
bulletin suggests that such trees be 
cut out a few years after the new 
planting has been started. 


To produce 
clean-bodied 
timber, 


close spacing is desirable. ' When the

vegetables in a garden 
that 
have 


reached this condition. When trees 
have reached a similar stage, soine of 
them should be cut out. In both cases 
the result is the best development of 
the remaining part rather than a poor 
development of the original number. 
The best formed and most healthy 
trees should be permitted to remain, 
and the others that are likely to Inter- 
fere with their growth should be re- 
moved*. 


Thinnings 
are 
usually 
necessary 


when a plantation becomes twenty 
years old/ sometimes sooner. 
The 


openings In the crown-cover of the 
stand made by removing trees should 
not be too large to prevent the growth 
of the remaining tree tops from cov- 
ering the gaps in from three to five 
years. When poles are cut for farm 
use, a crude form of thinning may be 
accomplished by care in the selection 
of trees with a view to the improve- 
ment of the stand. 


Pruning of tree branches Is usually 


unnecessary, and, because of the cost 
of labor, undesirable. 
If a tree is 


pruned too far up It may become1 top- 
heavy and easily broken by severe 
winds. The catalpa, ash and black 
cherry are known to have 
suffered 


from this, and it seems likely the same 
is true of many other species. If, be- 
cause of wide spacing, pruning Is nec- 
essary, It should be conducted In late 
whiter or early spring, and should not 
be overdone.

Sliced Pressed Beef.—Take a shin 


of beef and two pounds of the round. 
Crack the bone, put the meat into a 
kettle, cover with cold water and 
bring to a boil. Add salt and pepper, 
two tablespoonfuls of _vinegar, a large 
onion sliced and cook'all together un- 
til the meat falls from the bones. 
Skim out the meat and bone and re- 
duce the liquor by boiling; when one- 
half the quantity, strain through a 
coarse muslin. Pick the meat into 
small bits, removing all bones. To 
the meat liquor add a pinch of pow- 
dered mace, cloves, allspice, a dash of 
cayenne and one-half teaspoonful of 
mustard and the same of celery salt. 
Boil the liquor and put back the meat, 
mixing thoroughly. When well heat- 
ed through, turn into an earthen bowl 
or mold rinsed in cold water; cover 
and weight the cover and set away 
to cool. Serve cut in thin slices. 


Simple Dessert.--Butter slices of 


bread and place in a baking dish, cov- 
er with canned blueberries, place an- 
other layer of buttered bread and 
pour over more blueberries. 
Cover 


and wait for an hour or two, then 
bake until well heated through. Serve 
with cream and sugar. Other berries, 
such as blackberries, strawberries or 
any juicy fruit may be used in place 
of the blueberries.
